O matter what drastic schemes of 
N taxation are proposed, it is clear 
that the Government can only 
finance its requirements with the aid of 
substantial borrowing, but such bor- 
rowings must be supplied from savings 
if inflation is to be avoided. This is 
quite feasible if we are sufficiently in 
earnest about it, but the danger is that 
the necessity will not be fully under- 
stood, and that individuals, rating their 
possible contribution as of minor im- 
portance, will be inclined to leave the 
responsibility to others. For this reason, 
I have noted with great interest the 
efforts now being made to expand sales 
of War Savings Certificates. In my 
opinion, this is by far the most import- 
ant feature of Government finance. This 
is not because of the sums involved. The 
great bulk of our war financing must as 
usual be by way of bond issues. These 
will tap the savings of the individuals 
in the larger income groups, as they are 
accumulated in banks, insurance com- 
panies and other financial institutions, 
and of industrial corporations through 
depreciation reserves and surplus earn- 
ings. But I feel that it has not been 
sufficiently emphasized nor understood 
that savings by individuals in the 
lower income brackets are essential for 
another reason of the greatest national 
importance. Once definite shortages of 
labor, materials or capital equipment 
appear, personal savings become im- 
perative. At this stage, only by cur- 
tailment in the production of consumers’ 
goods can the production of war mate- 
rials be increased. But surprising as 
it may appear, those in the lower in- 
come brackets are responsible for a 
great deal more than half the total 
purchases of consumers’ goods . . . 


Full use of increased purchasing 
power would mean that instead of the 
demand for ordinary goods being re- 
duced, it would be greatly increased, 
and to that extent would stultify our 
war effort. But war demands are in- 
exorable, and if those who use the bulk 
of non-military production will not re- 
duce their demands, the only way the 
situation can be adjusted is by a rise 
in the price level proceeding faster than 
increases in wages. 

Mr. Keynes (author of “How to Pay 
for the War’’) has pointed out that, with 
effective full employment, whatever the 
public as a whole save from their in- 
come during this period will be net sav- 
ings; in other words, if buyers persist 
in bidding for goods which are not 
available, they will not succeed in in- 
creasing the supply but only in running 
up the prices. They will obtain the same 
amount of goods and services but at a 
higher cost. Income saved and safely 
invested is deferred purchasing power, 
but the amazing thing is that under the 
circumstances mentioned, which corre- 
spond very closely to our present situa- 
tion, this deferred purchasing power 
can be acquired without sacrifice of 
present satisfactions. This seems to me 
to be a compelling argument for a com- 
pulsory saving plan if the people as a 
whole do not respond to the present 
appeal of the War Savings Committec ; 
otherwise those who are too weak or too 
selfish to face the issue will have wasted 
a part of the benefits which would have 
accrued to the thrifty as well as to 
themselves. 

The surplus income of the higher in- 
come groups automatically finds its 


way into the financial stream, and be-

Dwurine an air raid in London some time 
ago the skylight, doors and windows of 
one of the city’s telephone buildings were 
blown in. Nevertheless, the night oper- 
ators on duty at the time continued with 
their work. hey obtained tarpaulins, 
placed them above the switchboards, and 
used small engineers’ headlamps for 
light so that blackout conditions would 
not be affected. 

At another time a telephone building 
was in danger from a fire which was 
raging in adjoining premises. While a 
heavy bombardment was in progress, 
hoses were being played on the telephone 
building continuously for hours on end. 
Under these circumstances the London 
firemen advised the members of the tele- 
phone staff to quit, but they remained 
at their posts and dealt with all essential 
calls. 

These acts of heroism on the part of 
telephone employees in England, in the 
face of assault from the air, were de- 
scribed in a recent statement made by 
the British Postmaster-General.

(Miss Murray became acquainted with Miss 
Davis when she spent a week in the British 
‘apital in 1937.) An interesting note at the 
top of the page states: “Flo has read this and 
she says she doesn’t think the censor will pass 
it. But T dont see why not.” Evidently the 
censor agreed with Miss Davis for, although 
his mark was attached to the envelope, there 
was no evidence of his handiwork.

On our late duty, we are unable to 
get home now owing to raids.

Fre- 
quently 260 girls stay because, if the 
girls (off at 6.00) can’t get home, back 
they come to the office.

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Pioneer Mission Telephone Man 
Passes Away in December 


N early resident of Mis- 
A sion and a telephone 
pioneer of the dis- 
trict, John Alexander 
Catherwood, passed away 
on December 22 in 
eighty-fourth year.

Mr. Catherwood was first 
secretary of the Mission 
City Telephone Company, 
Limited, which was formed 
in 1909, and he carried on

operate as a separate company ) in 1929. 

Mission telephone history dates back 
to the year 1907, when a C.P.R. tele- 
gvraph operater named Manley, assisted 
by a man named George Hunt, built a 
grounded line between Mission and Hat- 
zic and gave service to 11 subscribers. 
The first office was in Hatzic. The line 


was operated by its founders for a year

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Employees Form Credit Unions 


REDIT unions, co-operative bank- 
& ing systems conducted by and for 

their members, have been organ- 
ized by British Columbia Telephone 
Company employees in both Vancouver 
and Victoria, and both groups report 
highly successful operation to date. 
Membership is open to any employee 
of the British Columbia ‘Telephone Com- 
pany and its affiliates. 

Authorized in British Columbia by 
legislation passed in 1939, credit unions 
come under the jurisdiction of the 
attorney-general. The act is adminis- 
tered by the inspector of credit unions, 
KE. K. DeBeck, and the deputy inspec- 
tor, T. A. Switzer. There are 47 of the 
unions chartered in B.C., with a member- 
ship of over 4,000 and assets approxi- 
mating $60,000. Charters are granted 
to a group united by a common bond, 
usually occupational. The fundamental 
principle is to encourage saving among 
members, small amounts being deposited 
every payday. The savings are invested 
in loans, to members only, and govern- 
ment bonds.

The Vancouver telephone group, the 
Van-Tel credit union, which was char- 
tered in November, 1940, started oper- 
ations with a membership of 64 at a 
general meeting held on December 5. 
By March 31 the organization had 220 
members, with assets of $2,559.50, and 
had made 49 regular loans totalling 
$2,484, besides numerous short term 
small loans.
